Wolves may sell stars, cuf wages 


Wollongong City might be forced to sell some of its 
best players after Corrimal Leagues Club announced last 
week it was drastically cutting its $35,000 sponsorship 
of the soccer club. 

The Leagues Club is the Wolves’ major sponsor and 
soccer club secretary John Vlietstra said the announce- 
ment had come as a major shock. 
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The Wolves realise finding a sponsor to offset the $35,- 
000 loss won’t be an easy task. 


“If worse comes to worst we'll have to sell some of our 
best players,”’ Vlietstra said. ‘‘At this stage I cannot see 
any other solution than drastically cutting players’ 
wages. 


‘Player expenses amount to 
almost half of our total ex- 
penditure and unless we find 
another $35,000 something has 
to give.” 


The Wolves, in their third 
season in top-class soccer, are. 
largely dependent upon gate 
takings and heavy sponsorship 
for survival. 

And this announcement by 
Corrimal Leagues Club has 
come as a savage blow to the 
Wolves Club, fighting desper- 
ately against great odds to 
maintain its link with the 
cream of Australian soccer. 


But selling players to other 
clubs might not be easy, 
either, because few — if any — 
clubs can afford to buy them.

nine have called a meeting 
of the NSL’s Council of Clubs 
to discuss the plan further. 
The meeting will be at the 
Hakoah club in Sydney at 1@am 
on Saturday. 

A firm proposal then will be 
put to the Australian Soccer 
Federation and to the State 
federations. 

The plan being discussed in- 
volves a northern and a south- 
ern regional competition of 12 
clubs each, with a play-off be- 
tween the top four teams from 
each region at the end of the 
season. 

The present NSL comprises 
16 clubs, so eight would have to 
be added to make up the total 
of 24. 

However, NSW Federation 
president Karl Rodny has said 
his federation will oppose re- 
gionalisation because it would 
deprive the NSW State League

of its top clubs — presumably 
Croatia and Melita Eagles. 

The Victorian federation has 
not stated its attitude. How- 
ever, officials have said priva- 
tely that if the NSL is io 
nalised, the regions be 
under the direct contro! of the 
State federations rather than 
the NSL executive. 

Another problem is that be- 
cause of the present geopra pra- 
phical structure of the NSL, it 
will be difficult to put together 
a southern region containing 
enough clubs of sufficient 
strength and crowd-drawing 
potential. 

The problem is not as acute 
in the north which would in- 
clude the five existing NSL 
clubs from Sydney — APIA, 
Marconi, St George, Sydney 
City and Olympic — the two 
from Brisbane — Brisbane 
City and Brisbane Lions — 
plus the regional clubs 
Canberra, Newcastle = Wol- 
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longong, leaving only two to be 
added 


The south has only Heidel- 

, Makedonia, Footscray 

JUST, South Melbourne Hel- 

las, Adelaide City and West 

Adelaide, leaving six to be 
added. 


Victorian clubs Croatia, Ju- 
ventas and perhaps Fawkner 
and Polenia have the crow: 

drawing potential and perhaps 
Azzurri of Adelaide also could 
be included. Other candidates 
May have good teams but are 
not yet proven drawcards. 


The NSL was formed in 1977 
by strong State League clubs 
throughout eastern Australia, 
with rich sponsorship by 
Philips Industries. 


But the league no longer has 
such a level .of sponsorship 
with the result that every club 
has to contribute $20,000 a year 
towards air travel and admin- 
istrative costs.

Last of a four- 
part series - 


In this concluding article 
of the four-part series 
“Spotlight on our His", we 
look at the few who affect 
and influence the many, 
leading off with the basic 
consideration that soccer 
in Australia has the fedar- 
ations ft so richly deser- 
ves. 


These bodies and individuals 
are, in fact, the products of the 
system, which they in turn in- 
fluence and further shape into 
the colossal pantomine the 
game is in this country. It is 
the classic case of the vicious 
circle that all soccer lovers 
should attempt to break, so 
that the game gets a real 
chance in this vast continent 
that offers so much to achieve 
sporting excellence. 

In soccer, as in national poli- 

} tics, there are eternal fights 
over State rights, federal cen- 
tralism and a number of 

| ‘‘Franklin River Dams.’ 
Overlapping of authority is a 
way of life, conflict of inter- 
ests is a reality of life, con- 
frontation is the spice of life 
and revolutions are always a 
possibility. + 

But inevitably the State poli- + 
ticians of the round ball, after 
defiant and inflammatory 
speeches in their mini parlia- 


selves into the N.S.L. (or 
National Soccer Liberation). 
Since then politics have been 
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ROCKY Di Zi0 
so much more interesting and 
gratifying. The ASF first gave 
political asylum to the rebel mu- 
nicipalities of the N.S.L. and 
then practically annexed them. 
Since then it has been trying to 
maintain absolute control over 
this prized dominion, at times by 
imposing puppet rulers who tried 
to keep everybody amused and 
happy with Leopards, Rams, 
Eagles, and even Gladiators and 
Gunners; at other times they 
used the whip on the most unrul. 

element like Marconi and Hel- 


The N.S.L. has kept fighting 
for independence and self-de- 
termination since the revolu- 
tion; the State federations 
have remained committed to 
the destruction of the defec- 
tors even if they had formed a 
conglomerate under the pro- 
tectorate of big brother ASF 
and accordingly were entitled 


to respect. 


Behind the scenes the. 


States, their sovereignity 
threatened by the ex- 
pansionism of what had in fact 
become an ASF satellite, have 
Stepped up the guerrilla warfa- 
re. 


Siege 


So the N.S.L., under siege 
from all sides and with serious 
internal problems of rising in- 
flation, skyrocketing costs of 
overheads (normally referred 
to as a proplanes) and labor, 
and massive strikes by specta- 
tors, decided to smuggle out a 
roving ambassador to go over- 
seas in an effort to attract 
sponsorship, to fight on. But 
the ASF, because of its Geneva 
connection, secured all the

money available and passed on 
to the N.S.L. only a little aid. 

Rebuffed on the world politi- 
cal scene, the N.S.L. started to 
lure the ‘municipalities’ of Ju- 
ventus (Melb), Fawkner, 
Croatia, Ajax, Avala, Melita, 
Townsville, who were prone to 
rebellion because since the 
1977 revolution they had been 
Carrying most of the burden to 
keep the backward States 
going. 

The latest barrage of the war 
was fired recently by the Presi- 
dent of N.S.W., Karl Rodny, 
who proclaimed there would be 
no perverting of exisiting 
N.S. W. comeptitions, nor those 
of Victoria. No clubs would 
defect to the N.S.L. which would 
be starved into surrendering to 
the States. But the States would 
be magnanimous with the defeat- 
ed and would grant each the 
status of State League clubs. 

At this point somebody from 
the crowd dared to ask: ‘‘But 
what about soccer?’’. ‘‘Soc- 
cer? Who is he? How do you 
spell it? On whose side is he 
coming in?’’ asked an alarmed 
politician. And we must 
excuse him, because, you see, 
politicians tend to forget the 
innocent victims of wars. 

Sounds fantastic? Not at all. 
Our soccer administrations 
have become politicians con- 
cerned mainly with power, 
with control, with who runs 
what, not so much how the 


game is run and progresses. 


For them it is better te control 
a mediocre competition than 
to see an excellent one con- 
trolling itself or being con- 
trolled by other groups. Better 
to be presidents of ruins, than 
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Spectators of a flourishing es- 
tablishment. We have no pol- 
icies, only politics of sectarian 
and personal inspiration. 

Our ruling class has lost 
vision and direction. Many of- 
ficials are past their prime 
{not only in age) and some 
others should never have 
reached the high places they 
are in. But who are we going to 
put in their places? The ruling 
class is self-preserving and 
self-perpetuating. It does not 
groom new talents, does not 
accept new blood, independent 
views, self criticism nor ‘‘ro- 
cking of the boat’’. So there is 
nobody coming through the 
system and ready and capable 
to take over. The inevitable 
vacancies have usually been 
filled by “‘good boys’, by non- 
descripts, by yes men, by 
rubber stamps, by meaks who 
are happy to feed on the 
crumbs spilled by the pow- 
erful. And this practice is 
likely to continue. 

This is not necessarily- 
meant as a personal criticism 
of long-serving forceful offi- 
cials like ASF president Sir 
Arthur George or 
chairman Michael Weinstein; 
their contribution to theGame 
has been enormous and they 
have been able to serve for so 
long by largely self-financing 
their involvement and their 
many overseas trips. 

But they often have been 
badly advised by the lackeys 
around them and they have 
been surrounded’ by such 
mediocrity as to make them 
look more like dictators. No 
doubt they must have made 
mistakes cf their owr, but who 
dared tell them so? 

Nor is this meant as a criti- 
cism of low-profile officials, 
like the chairman of the State 
League in Victoria, Vito 
Cilauro, who has for years pro- 
vided the much necessary con- 
ciliatory and stabilising force 
in one unruly and sectarian 
section of the game. 

At times these “‘eternal offi- 
ctals’’ must have felt they had 
had enough, or somebody felt 
they had to be replaced. But 
who was, or is there, to fill 
their shoes? 

If Sir Arthur goes, and deep 
down I would hate to see that 
happen, Mike Weinstein would 
be the most likely one to step 
into his place, -with Vito 
Cilauro in turn the most lik 
one to step into Weinstein’s 
shoes. What a changing of 
guard, what an innovative new 
administration that would be! 


Solutions 


There are two possible solu- 
tions to this problem at the 
top. Either, clubs realise that 
they have to send to the Fed- 
erations the best men they 
have so they can ‘come through 
the system, and not the last 
one they can spare as is often 
the case; or members of the 
various boards must be found 
among experienced soccer 
people and administrators who 
are not directly connected 
with any lub so that they can 
look after the long-term inter- 
est of the game, rather than 
the short-term petty. interests 
of factions and individual 
clubs. 

Officials then should be 
forced to retire on a rotating 
basis and be then eligible after 
another term. This would re- 
quire the entitlement to life 
membership of some feder- 
ations to be changed from a 
certain number of years of 
“continued”’ service to one of 
“total years’’ of service. 

With a different set of offi- 
cials, and periodical rejuvena- 
tion of their ranks and ideas, it 
could well be possible that one 
day we would have state feder- 
ations capable to give lead- 
ership to the clubs, to give 
them administrative guidance 
and assistance, to offer nego- 
tiators and advise in dealings 
with civic authorities and busi- 
nesses to make available 
financial and promotional ex- 


pertise. 

A club with problems should 
be able to go to the federation 
for help, rather than to be left 
to collapse. As they are now, 
State Federations are happy to 
control and rule over a pan 
orama of amateur club admin- 
istrations, of financial mis- 
managements, of poor public 
images. 

The Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation, for instance, has a great 
reputation and keeps going 
rather well, or even appears to 
prosper. But as what? Not 
much more than a great effi- 
cient bureacratic enterprise. 
And even this is mainly due to 
the incredible patience, ability 


to walk a tight rope, excellent 
Stamina, convincing powers 
and good administrative skills 
of the full-time secretary- 
manager George Wallace, well 
supported by a good staff. 

In the meantime Frankston 
City goes bankrupt and most 
clubs are serious candidates 
for the same fate as soon as 
their creditors lose their 
patience. Many solicitors 
around the city are making a 
fortune out of civil debt pre- 
ceedings against soccer clubs, 
or even winding-up petitions 
against some of them, an ex- 
treme course that usually is 
avoided at the last minute. But 
for how long? 

The proliferation of new clubs 
has been encouraged in the past 
as-a source of affiliation fees and 
because “If we do not accept new 
clubs, they form independent as- 
sociations and we lose absolute 
centralised control of the game 
in the State.” So the dead wood 
increases, the soccer dollars and 
spectators are spread much too 
thinly and the whole set-up is 
going towards a complete, but 


The ethnic base had nothing to 
do with its failure. When it was 
relaunched it was not as “an 
American game”, but as a 
great international sport w* + 
the great international stars 
like Pele, Beckenbauer, 
Chinaglia; enough to mobilise 
all the soccer minded and to 
attract, by the sheer magic of 
those names and the incredible 
publicity they generated, even 
the rocks of the Great Canyon. 
And guess what else? Apart 
from the couple of dozen clubs 
in the Northern American 
Soccer League, the population 
of nearly 308 million people 
only has junior soccer! 


That’s what our roving 
experts should have seen. And 
that is what we should do now. 
Forget the statistics, forget 
the millions of clubs (and as 
many pompous positions for 
vain men), and let's see what 
the market can take. The 
answer would be very obvious: 
Two regionalised groups of the 
National League, backed by a 
powerful publicity machine 


Too many 
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fortunately ‘centrally con- 
trolled” shambles. 

We should realise that 
growth for the sake of statist- 
ics is self-defeating. We should 
assess what the market can 
buy and what the game can 
provide and we should be in- 
novative and daring enough to 
progress with the times. 

Soccer in Australia has had 
a limited market among the 
ethnic communities ever since 
it was introduced into this 
country. By spreading its re- 
sources to the limit we have 
never been able to come up 
with a product and a package 
that would attract the non- 
ethnic community in great 
numbers. 

And the comic effort to des- 
troy the ethnic base of the 
game, by forcing clubs to 
change ethnic names, has been 
only counter-productive stu- 
pidity. 

Witch-hunt 


Spaghetti and pizza, just to 
mention two ethnic products, 
were introduced and marketed 
among the Italian community 
at first and then, being the 
good products they are, spread 
among the general community 
without changing their names 
into “noodles” or “‘pies’’ ...- 
and the original small market 
has never been neglected. Ad- 
vertising of pizza houses and 
various brands of spaghetti is 
as heavy as ever in the local 
Italian press! 

When the “ethnic witch- 
hunt” (to borrow a phrase 
from colleague Andrew Det- 
tre) was at its fiercest, the top 
ASF administrator at the time 
explained it to me this way: 
**We have studied the very suc- 
cessful soccer scene in North 
America, and its history. We 
found that in the past the 
game, very much on an ethnic 
basis, had flopped. But it suc- 
ceeded beyond expectation 
when it was reintroduced as an 
“American game’’. Brilliant, 
absolutely brilliantly super- 
ficial. 

If they had had any sense to 
look deeper and any brains to 
assess the situation in its true 
context, they would have come 
up with a totally different con- 
clusion. 


In North America the game 
had flopped for the very same 
reason it is doomed to flop 
here: it was-too thinly spread. 


and graced by some big names 
of world soccer. 

Forget about the State Lea- 
gues, the Metropolitan Lea- 
gues, the Provisional Leagues, 
the everybody's leagues. Even 
now without the cream that 
would be absorbed by an enlar- 
ged National League, they are 
only names, with no money, no 
players nor coaches worthy of 
such names, no officials of any 
great ability, no proper facil- 
ities, no spectators! 

Let’s instead concentrate 
the best of all this into good 
amateur and junior com- 
petitions. Soccer is a specta- 
tors’ sport more than a parti- 
cipation sport. The thousands 
of so-called “officials” and 
“players” should go to watch 
the big games, and not clutter 
the game as a whole. 

We should concentrate our 
not neglibible resources, our 
best brains, all our dollars, our 
spectators and come up with a 
good product, properly pack- 
aged and marketed. We would 
never look back. 

Can you imagine, with 
changes at the top, a South 
Melbourne Hellas v Juventus 
at Olympic Park, with a good 
sprinkling of players like Bet- 
tega, Graziani, Keegan, Ardi- 
zoglou; with excellent facil- 
ities, with a stage-managed 
support show? They would 
come from overseas to watch 
it, and even from across the 
Melbourne cricket Ground. 

All the Frank Packers of 
this world would jump on the 
soccer bandwagon and we 
would have sponsors of the cal- 
ibre of BHP and GMH. 

Too much to expect? Not 
really, but in any case there is 
always a happy medium. But 
there would not be so many 
places for officials... and 
that’s a big problem, a great 
stumbling block! 

Any such radical solution to 
the problems of the game 
would also solve all problems 
connected with coaches, refer- 
ees and the media. But in-the 
meantime, let’s briefly have a 
look at them. 

One fallacy about Australian 
soccer is that we do not have 
good coaches and we should be 
importing them. If anything, 
we should be importing offi- 
cials who understand the role 
of coaches in the game, will 
support them, will not inter- 
fere with them and will give 
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them some feeling of security 
and stability to allow them to 
do their coaching jobs. 

People like Rasic, Collins, 
Arok, Thomson, McKendry, 
Margaritis, Scheinflug, 
Cirkovic and many more 
would hold their own any- 
where in the world under very 
different conditions. Naturally 
if we want to have 10,000 clubs 
we do not have enough good 
coaches to go around. 

Coaches in Australia seem 
to be there mainly as scape- 
goats for failures. Officials 
too often interfere or influence 
them; players do not have the 
discipline of overseas full-time 
professionals and often come 
from different soccer schools 
and are so set in their ways 
that no coach can change them 
to make them fit into the re- 
quirements of a particular 
team. To illustrate this, look 
at Scheinflug’s failure with 
the senior national team and 
his incredible success with the 
young Socceroos whom he had 
the chance of moulding into 
the players and the team he 
wanted. 

Coaches though, should 
show a bit more profes- 
sionalism by demanding com- 
plete independence from offi- 
cials, should demand fairly 
long contracts to have time to 
produce results by grooming 
young talents. They should 
also understand the require- 
ments and the resources of 
clubs, without making big, un- 
justified promises at the time 
of securing the position. 


Referees 

There is nothing worse then 
to spend so much time and so 
much money to build up a 
team and then lose crucial 
matches because of bad refer- 
eeing. Granted. But feder- 
ations and clubs should do 
their utmost to improve the 
standard of referees without 
so much moaning about the 
present average lot. The rea- 
lity of the matter is that the 
game is losing referees, in- 
stead of gaining them and 
from such small numbers it is 
impossible to find high quality. 

The answer is to attract bigger 
numbers to the profession to pro- 
duce a better selection. But how? 
Everybody should strive to give 
the profession a better image and 
make the rewards associated 
with it worthwhile. At present a 
State League referee has to train 
one or two nights a week, hs to 
supply all his uniforms and 
equipment, has to travel to dis- 
tant grounds, is exposed to 
certain insults, to probably spit- 
ting and to possible physical vio- 
lence. For all this he gets the 
princely sum of $40 and until last 
year it was $25! 


The media 


The soccer media, like most 
sections of the game, suffers 
from a number of problems, 
including amateurism. And be- 
cause most of the game is such 
an unnewsworthy affair, news- 
papers cannot assign sufficient 
writers to cover the sport. 
Often you will find a single re- 
porter in a newspaper having 
to cover hundreds of clubs and 
games, with so little to go on. 
There are not many stars to 
make good copy, not enough 
colorful personalities to ‘“‘crea- 
te’”’ stories, not many apable 
publicity officers at federation 
and club level to assist, to in- 
spire, to push the soccer 
journalists. The media is often 
accused by officials of not 
giving the game a fair go. 

ome officials even maintain 
that if they had the media on 
their side soccer would over- 
take Australian Rules football 
as the number one sport. Typi- 
cal of wanting to put the cart 
before the horses. Newspapers jf 
have created gold rushes when 
gold had been found; have 
created scandals when some 
prominent people had been 
playing up or fiddling with 
somebody elses cash. Likewise 
they will build up the game of 
soccer when the game offers 
something real to build up. 
Newspapers are in the busi- 
ness of selling copies of their 
publications, and if there are 
stories that will do that, they 
will chase these stories and 
give them the space. Even 
ethnic television and radio, 
being non commercial in- 
stitutions, cannot put on any 
trash to please a few. They 
have an even bigger responsi- 
bility to provide quality of en- 
tertainment for their viewers 
and listeners. 

Try to come up with a good 
product in a good package and 
you will get all the exposure in 
the media you deserve. 
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Shock, horror, oyvay and ex- 
clusive: we have found the secret 
diaries of Hugo Gormiess, the man 
entrusted with the task of revitalising 
Our soccer. 


The diaries, wrapped i in greaseproof paper, were 
in an abandoned pie factory, stacked in a crate 
and clearly marked: “Not For Human Con- 
sumption’.

GATE REVENUES 


As the majority of clubs live or die by the income 
they generate at their matches, it is of the utmost im- 
portance that this source of livelihood be ensured, 
nay, increased. We thus t the following price 
structure: $4 to get in, $10 to get out at halftime and’ 
$20 for kids who listen to rugby league or VFL 
matches on portable radio during soccer games. 


RELOCATION 

A thorough survey undertaken last Tuesday morn- 
ing shows that several clubs lack popular (or even un- 
popular) support. Therefore it is recommended that 
these clubs be relocated to cities where they can rea- 
sonably expect a larger ethnic base. Thus APIA will 
play its home matches at Messina, Heidelberg at Pi- 
reus, Sydney City at Haifa; all games to be played by 
correspondence, as in cess. Clubs with minority sup- 
port — Eskimos, Upper Voltans, Outer Mongolians, 
Longobards and Australlans — will be abolished.

We talk about it as 
though it happened 
last century, possibly 
a week or two after 
the Second ice Age.

APIA’s average was over 7,- 
400 a match, Pan Hellenic’s 
7,300. 

An incredible 19,676 at the 
Sydney Sportsground saw 
these two teams meet while 
two double-headers at Went- 
worth Park produced crowds 
of 18,200 and 17,000 respective- 
ly. 

Today no NSL match in 
Sydney could get anywhere 
near these figures; not with 
‘promotion, not with gimmicks, 
not by force.

Of course, the world 
around us has also changed 
dramatically since 1963; 
the entertainment possi- 
bilities have mushroomed, 
tastes have been modified. 


Almost all spectator sports 
are experiencing lean years — 
ata certain level. A low level, 
that is. 

Grade cricket matches are 
totally unattended but the one- 
day series last summer got 
crowds of 50,000 and more. 

A few years ago Cosmos 
packed the Showground to 
overflowing. Bring out Brazil 
or Italy tomorrow and, even at 
$20 a ticket, you will fill any 
Australian stadium. 

Then pit two dull local State 
League sides against one an- 
other, charge $2, offer in- 
centives and anything else you 
like — and maybe a 100 or so 
will turn up. 

People are sick of the 
mediocre; you can’t even give 
away junk. 

And — cross your heart —a 
lot of our soccer nowadays is 
pure junk.

Club fanaticism, on the Eu- 
ropean scale, doesn't exist in 
Australia; not even city fanat- 
icism. I doubt if the good citi- 
zens of Newcastle or Canberra 
care much whether their team 
is 5th or 15th. 

That leaves sheer artisty, a 
display of skill, a war of wits 
— ball wizardy, if you like. 
And that’s what is missing 
from our game. 

Ah, yes, we did have it once. 
Take again 1963, a boom year 
when Europeans were still de- 
lighted to migrate to Australia 
to play soccer. 

In 1963, the 12 first division 
clubs in NSW had about 90 Con- 
tinental players in their ranks: 
Yugal had 18, Pan Hellenic 16, 
Croatia 13, APIA 12, St George 
8... and even Canterbury and 
Auburn managed a total of 10 
between them. (Here, under 
“‘Continental”’, I included the 
South Americans, then ex- 
clusively from Argentina.) 

Names? Let me tickle your 
palate with just a few: Baum- 
gartner, Barbazza, Giacomet- 
ti, Jaros, Iglesias, Van Gaalen, 
Fernandez, Krgin, Cubero, 
Janczyk, Banicevic, Rodr- 
iguez, Masskey, Schauman, 
Levi, Mach, Ninaus, Jankows- 
ki, Saghi, Bosklopper, Gauto, 
Dunaj, Jelisavcic, Lazarevic, 
Stojanovic...

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~ Then, gradually, the Eu- 
ropean intake dried up; 
clubs turned towards the 
cheaper and easier British 
markets. 


Higher living standards in 
Europe also made their 
players think twice before 
coming here for peanuts when 
they could earn much more in 
North America or South Afri- 


ca. 

The result: our soccer today 
is heavily British-oriented. 
And like their cooking: it’s nu- 
tritious, it’s simple — and it’s 


fargely y boring. 

e smart eorits know this: 
that’s the reason why so many 
of their best teams have Eu- 
ropean imports or naturally 
gifted colored players. They 
import from Europe — we 
import from Britain, 

A quick glance at the com- 
position of the 16 NSL teams 
shows some remarkable facts. 

We have one veteran Aust- 
Tian (Scharmann, APIA), one 


_ little South American (Toro, a 


Chilean with Heidelberg), a 
super-veteran Hungaro-Yugos- 
lay (Marton with St Geroge) 
and a sprinkling of village- 
level Yugoslav imports at 
Footscray J.U.S.T. That’s it. 

It’s an absolute sacrilege to 
compare then with the Baum- 
gartners, Masseys or Dunajs 
of the 1960s in class — not to 
mention the huge numerical 
fall-off since those days. 

Not one Italian, Greek, 
Dutch, German, Argentinian, 
Brazilian, Israeli or Scandina- 
vian player in the whole NSL . 


Is it any wonder that many 
of our teams play like the re- 
serve side of Grimsby Town or 
Berwick Rangers? 

Are we surprised that the 
thousands don’t flock to watch 
two physical teams, 22 tough 
but fundamentally unskilled 
players kick, whack and bang 
the ball in any direction? 

I'm not deriding British soc- 
cer; I know about Liverpool 
and admire Manchester 
United. But there are hun- 
dreds of Grimsbys for every 
Liverpool. 

And anyway, what’s the 
point of selling a British style 
to a predominantly non-British 
market in Australia?

Those who are deeply 
concerned with the fate of 
the NSL should give this 
some thought. And that in- 
cludes the clubs. 


I know that it’s difficult to 
import quality players from 
Europe on shoestring budgets 
— but I also know that without 
them even those shoestrings 
will snap. 

I Know that we must do 
everything possible to encour- 
age the development of local 
talent — but should that be 
done at the exclusion of superi- 
or soccer skill which is not (or 
not yet) inherent in our young- 
sters? 

I realise that Robbie Slater, 
David Lowe, Rod Brown or 
Dave Mitchell are very prom- 
ising young players — but can 
you honestly compare them 
with the Ninauses, Giacomet- 
tis, Schaumans or Gautos of 
bygone years for enter- 
tainment value?

Only paying 
customer can 
save NSL 





In admitting new clubs to a reorganised 
National League, only one criterion should be 
applied: the ability of the clubs to attract 
paying customers. 


That and nothing else will determine whether top soccer 
survives in this country. 


The seven years of the NSL has shown that it’s not enough 
just to have poker machines, without spectators coming to watch 
the matches. Western Suburbs had poker machines but no suppor- 
ters, and the club quickly fell by the wayside, to be gobbled up by 
APIA. 

Mooroolbark had no spectators and they too dropped out. 

Other clubs are in trouble now because of lack of support. 

Performance on the field is not a guarantee of success for all 
clubs. If it were, Sydney City would have many thousands of 
people flocking through the gates. 

It reminds me of Ajax Amsterdam during that club's best 
years, when it was the triple European champion. Sure, Ajax 
made big money from exorbitant match fees playing but it 
couldn't draw really big crowds at home in Holland. 

Real Madrid, Liverpool, Manchester United and other tradi- 
tional giants on the other hand, have their stadiums overflowing 
when they’re doing really well. It comes down to tradition — and 
tradition can’t be created overnight as Canberra, Newcastle and 
Wollongong have found. Canberra, in fact, probably would no 
longer exist had it not been for the Greek connection it found last 
year through Downer Olympic. 

Tradition has created great clubs in Australia, too — South 
Melbourne Hellas, APIA, Preston-Makedonia, Sydney Olympic 
(ex-Pan Hellenic), Marconi, and a few that are in the State 
Leagues although they should have been part of the NSL when it 
started. These clubs, when they do well, command big support 
and can help keep the others alive. 

So it is pointless, when regionalising the lea next year, to 
admit any club that hasn’t the necessary crowd support. We all 
know which clubs have the tradition and the crowd support to 
make it. We all know which clubs — no matter how successful 
they may have been on the field — do not command crowd sup- 
port, and if we include them in the NSL, we would be putting them 
in jeopardy, the same way Mooroolbark and Western Suburbs 
were put into jeopardy. 

Personally, I would like to see the NSL carrying on its present , 
form — for no-one can deny that the NSL has lifted the playing 
standard, and has resulted in much better spectator facilities. 

But I also acknowledge that in the present economic climate of 
escalating air fares and dwindling sponsorship support, we must 
cut costs and maximise gates, 

So it is inevitable that we have to reorganise, but for heaven's 
sake, let’s not perpetuate a problem that has contributed to our 
present plight. Let’s admit only those clubs that have the ability 
to cope and to help the NSL to survive. 

I repeat: the paying customer is the only answer to our ills.

He’s just 
been working away quietly 
since taking over from Ray 
Baartz and he’s come up with 
the goods — a winning team 
that also offers plenty of enter- 
tainment. Make no mistake: 
Newcastle will stay up there 
with the leaders because New- 
castle is one of the league’s 
finest teams. 

And I haven’t even given my 
usual rave about David Lowe. 
As far as I’m concerned, he’s 
been the best striker in Aust- 
ralia since last year, he proved 
it beyond any doubt with the 
young Socceroos and [I can’t 
wait to see him included in the 
senior national team. 

Most of the Newcastle 
players beat their big-name 
Hellas opponents man-to-man 
— especially on the flanks — 
and fully exploited Hellas’ 
brittle offside trap. 

Like lambs being led to the 
Slaughter, Hellas defenders 
continually stormed forward, 
creating gaps through which 
Newcastle sliced like a sur- 
geon’s scalpel. 

The fact that Hellas was 
down to 10 men for the entire 
second half was of course a 
hindrance to the home side, 
out by then it already trailed 
1-3. 

Sweeper John Yzendoorn 
pulled a muscle early on and 
had to come off at half time, so 
when Alan Davidson was hurt 
two minutes after the interval, 
no other replacement could be 


made. 

And with about 20 minute to 
go, Oscar Crino, whose skills 
had sparked a recovery of 
sorts, also was injured, and did 
little more than hobble for the 
remainder of play. 

Angry spectators staged a 
noisy demonstration against 
Hellas coach Rale Rasic and 
president Leo Anezakis after 
the match. “When are the 
players going to start playing 
for the spectators who 
them their big money?” one 
fan wanted to know. 

It was Hellas’ fourth loss in 
a row. The previous ones were 
against Brisbane City, Wollon- 
gong and St George. 

Last year at the same time 
— after eight rounds — Hellas 
was in seventh position with 4 
wins, 3 draws, 2 losses and a

What an acquisition Lee has 
proved to be! He played fdr

I spoke with Rasic after the 
game in his office after he 
finally had emerged from the 
dressing rooms and made his 
way through a hostile crowd. 

“We were absolutely undis- 
ciplined,’’ he said: ““‘We were 
naive, but then the injuries 
didn’t help, either. Yzendoorn 
was injured in the fifth minute

In the 10 years from 1960 to 1970 Polo- 
nia’s strength lay in attack. Mike Ju- 
recki scored 57 goals in that period, Kaz 
Kowalec 35, Jurek Dudon 23, Swoboda 17 
and Norbert Gadja 16. 


The club’s successes sicne 1970 have 
been winning the Armstrong Cup for re- 
serve teams in 1973 and winning promo- 


tion back into State League in 1981 by 


claiming the Metropolitan League First 
Division championship. 


Polonia finished fifth in State League 
last year, three points behind fourth 
placed Morwell Falcons. The quality of 
the team rarely was questioned. Con- 
sistency, or the lack of it, was Polonia’s 
major problem however the team, under 
coach Kowalec, must be congratulated 
on establishing the club as a State 
League power again. Few changes in 
playing staff have eventuated this year 
under new coach Mike Lynn.

We can win 
league title 
says Lynn 


““The minimum prerequisite for me to say that I’ve had 
success this year would be for Polonia to finish in the top 
four. But I seriously believe that we can go even better 
and win the title. We've got the ability and with the usual 
dose of luck and an injury free run | know that we can do 
it.’’ 
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That’s Mike Lynn’s view of Polonia, 
the first State League club he’s coached. 


Lynn's thoughtful, articulate and usually 
candid, qualities often lost or hidden in con- 
versations between coaches and journalists. 
Then again, Lynn's learning the ropes. The re- 
lationship between the soccer press and club 
officials, coaches and players is currently one 
of his favorite topics. 

“I’ve come to appreciate the incestuous 
nature of our soccer scene. Everyone knows 
what everyone else is doing and everyone 
feeds off each other,’ said Lynn. 

“One of the most negative aspects of the 
ame here is the quality of people we lose, 
‘ake Fred Bunce for example. He’s still 

coaching, at Ferntree Gully in Fourth Divi- 
sion, but he’s been lost to the higher levels of 
the game, where he belongs. He’s a friend of 
mine and I suppose that he won’t mind me 
saying that he dropped out. He's too nice to 
put up with the politics, the back-stabbing, 
with being told what to do and who to pick. 
He’s got too much integrity for that sort of 
stuff but it’s a pity that he’s dropped out be- 
cause the game really needs people like him. 

“The positive aspects of the game are the 
quality of some of the players and coaches. I 
don’t think we really appreciate the quality of 
some of our players. As for coaching, you 
can’t go past Len McKendry or John Gar- 
diner. And Bill Murray too. There's a guy who 
has worked wonders with Box Hill and doesn't 
get the praise he deserves.” 

Lynn had two interviews last year before 
the Polish sponsored club appointed him. His 
first impression of the committee was that it 
wanted someone to get the best out of its 
Polish imports while at the same time taking 
a major departure from tradition and hiring a 
non-Polish coach, aims which seemed to be at 
odds with each other. 

“I felt that the committee was a bit wary 
about me because J was the first non-Polish 
coach in the club's history. I have had to face 
up to genuine language barriers with some of 
the players and my training is a vast depar- 
ture from what Polonia players had been used 
to. 

“It's fair to say that in the past training 
wasn’t really hard. However, my training is 
hard, both physically and mentally. If you 
want to coach, say midfielders, to get back 
behind the ball then close down a particular 
space, you don’t do it simply by telling them. 
You do it out on the training track and you do 
it over and over again.” 

Lynn's main immediate task is to success- 
fully blend the Polish, Australian and British 
attitudes of his squad. He has a high opinion of 
his players’ ability but let's get a bit deeper 
into the coach’s mind and look at Lynn’s as- 
sessment of some of his players: 

STEFAN MILA: “The most complete foot- 
baller in my squad. He looks and acts the part 
too. He can play the ball long with great ac- 
curacy, assets when he’s under pressure or 
when he spots an opening and has to play the 
ball early. He’s an enormous tackler, in fact 
we have to watch out for him even at training! 
Perhaps the only flaw in his game is that he’s 
not a great player watcher but he gets away 
with that at sweeper where he fills in spaces 
rather than man marks.” 


DANNY McCLUSKEY: ‘The most pleasing 


signing I’ve made this year to date People 
may not be aware of just how skilful he is. 






They’re certainly not aware of his pace. He's 
sO good in the air that I rate him as the best 
defensive header of a ball in Victoria. His per- 
sonality is magic in the dressing room. The 
first night he came to training he walked up to 
the Polish players, shook their hands, then 
wished them ‘cheers’ in Russian! Everyone 
collapsed around the place in laughter. He’s 
been liked ever since.” 


MIREK SMOLAREK: “The unsung Pole of 
the side. In fact, he’s the most accomplished 
left back in the country, having played for 15 
years as a professional in Poland. Like all the 
Polish players, I’m amazed at the majesti- 
call ystiuens fashion in which he strikes the 

RICK LIPIARSKI: “One of the most dedi- 
cated players I've come across. And easy to 
coect A great listener. Always prepared to 

earn. 

ANDREW CZAPNIK: ‘‘I switched him into 
midfield, even though he played centre half 
last year and is the best marker in the team. 
He's a great athlete and his attitude is first 
class, that’s why, at 34, he still can play so 
weil.” 

PETER CZAPNIK: “The enigma of the 
team. Highly temperamental yet tremen- 
dously gifted. You have to take your time with 
Peter, to work him around to your way of 
thinking. Judging by his recent performances 
he’s settled down and ready to show everyone 
just how fine a player he is.”’ 

GEORGE PETROV: “I can’t speak highly 
enough of young George, who I signed from 
Kew this year. He's just turned 18 and I 
haven’t seen a better, more fearless tackler 
for his age. I’m still trying to work out why 
he’s not in the Victorian youth squad.” 

BRENDAN LAKIC: ‘I use him more as a 
midfielder, playing inbetween Petrov, the 
Czapniks and Marshall and Przybyla but I use 
him wide on either flank. He's got boundless 
energy and one of characters of the squad.” 

ALEX MARSHALL: “I considered early on 
that he was uncoachable! I've had to work so 
hard on Alex but we're getting there. I’ve 
worked on getting him to play through the 
middle rather than going out wide and also to 
cut out the ridiculous little flicks that he liked 
to do. It just takes time to change him. He's 
probably never been coached before which is 
half of his problems. For his size his skill is 
uncanny. He can do anything, When he turns it 
on he’s one of these players you'd gladly pay 
good money for the privilege of watching.”’ 

JANUSZ PRZYBYLA: “Another enigma. 
Excellent positional sense but very tempera- 
mental, which is strange’ for such an ex- 
perienced player. He favors his left foot but 
he's got outstanding shooting ability.” 

Lynn believes that he’s understaffed, espe- 
cially up front. Ron Horfiniak, young Greg 
Czapnik, John Vathis and Stan Klain give Po- 
lonia defensive depth but should Marshall of 
Przybyla get injured then Lynn striking 
options are severely limited. Nevertheless, 
Lynn remains optimistic. 

“I keep telling people that we can do it. We 
can win the championship. 

“T’ll stay with Polonia for as long as J feel 
that I’m contributing to the development of 
the team, I get a great kick out of organising 
individuals into successful groups and I enjoy 
the relationship I have with my players.”
